Some men invent flying machine 
merely because they want to fly; others, 
however, have humanitarian objects in 
view, desiring to confer great benefits 
upon their fellow beings. Kulparker be 
longed to the latter class. He not only 
Wanted to bestow lasting benefits, but 
also dynamite upon his fellow creatures. 


It would be a little rough on humanity | 


at the beginning—even Kulparker ad- | 
mitted this—but as it would ultimately 
abolish war, he thought the experiment 
worth trying as long as the dynamite 
did not fall on his own head. Inventors | 
are somewhat prone, while benefiting 
the species, to take good care that they 
do not themselves come in for any of 
the disadvantages. Such was Kulpar- 
ker’s intention, but it missed fire. 

The Kulparker automatic was very 
much like other balloons, except that it 
had a propeller attached which was 
worked by compressed air, The com- 
pressed air scheme was very ingenious, 
if I understand it aright. If what Kul- 
parker says is true, you can, with the 
proper machinery, compress something 
like a continent of air into the size of a 
drop of water. This drop you can put 
into a strong but light aluminium boil- 
er, if I may call it so, and the drop ex- 
pands into a workable compressed air 
that will run a motor, If, therefore, you 
have a bottle full of drops of compressed | 
air, and an automatic arrangement that 
will allow a drop to escape into the 
boiler as needed you have at your dis- 
posal a tremendous amount of energy 
stored in small compass and of compar- 
atively no weight at all, which is very | 
desirable when you are dealing with a 
balloon. The motor worked the fan 
which sent the balloon in any given di- 
rection. 

So much for the motive power. The 
armament cousisted of a tube through 
which was dropped at satisfactory inter- 
vals, regulated by a clockwork mechan- 
ism, a dynamite cartridge which explod 
ed when it hit the earth. The balloon, 
when fully loaded, contained 50 dyna- 
mite cartridges, and Kulparker’s idea 
Was that the balloon could be sent in 
uny direction high above an army, drop- | 
ping dynamite down upon the troops | 
from its elevation above rifle shot, thus 
bringing discomfort, confusion and per- | 
haps annihilation upon the enemy.

He, as did also Mayor 
Allen and Judge Johnson, contended 
fur more power in the hands of the 
Mayor, and at the same time hit 


hostility to commissions was plainly | 


apparent. ‘This was inconsistent. 
Both methods of governing are un- 
democratic, contrary to the funda- 
mental principles of our government, 
which vests all power in the hands of 
the people, and any step calculated to 
curtail that power is in violation of 
popular sovereignty, the foundation 
stone on which our Republic rests. 
When the present city charter was ac- 
cepted the people transferred their right 
to fill the offices to the City Council, 
and if the Legislature enlarges 


jecting their act. 

Judge Johnson's remarks 
pointof moving in the matter cautiously 
aud intelligently were sound and timely. 
Of course we did not agree witb him 
as to the enlargement of the Mayor's 
powers, although his arguments on 
that lead were the strongest and most 
practical submitted at the meeting, but 
his common sense view as to how to 
proceed met with a cordial acceptance 
in our mind. 

The subject however is worth follow- 


ing up, and no doubt good will come | 


from the movement. 


NEW CITY GOVERNMENT.

Washington Monument a Puzzler to the 
Man With a Camera. 

If you ask any Washington photogra- 
pher what is the hardest thing to get a 
picture of about Washington, he will 
without hesitation tell you it is the 
Washington monument. There is no 
fence around the shaft, to be sure, but 
the fact that a bine sky always photo- 
graphs white handicaps the ambitious 
amateur badly. The marble shaft photo- | 
graphs the same color, and the result is 
that when he develops his plate he gets 
a beautiful white mopument on a beau- 
tiful white background and the sum to- 
tal nothing. 

It isa rather curious thing that the 
finest negative of the monument was de- 
stroyed before half a dozen prints had 
been made of it, and its equal has neyer 
been seen since. It was the work of 
Charles Cudlip, a Washington photogra 
pher now dead, and one of the prints of 
it in existence is now on exhibition in 
a window down on the avenue, thongh 
not every one knows its history. 

The artist who wants to catch the 
shaft by camera has to choose a time 


bank of thunderclouds for a 
background. This is nota very common 
occurrence, but one afternoon when it 
looked as though sueh a combination 
was likely to come about Mr, Cudlip 
packed up a big camera and hurried 
down to the monument. The rain got 
there ahead of him, and he was forced 
to seek cover until the storm was over, 
When it had passed, however, the san, 
which was already low down, came out 
bright and strong, while all to the 
southeast there was a dense bank of black 
clouds almost to the zenith. 

He hurried and got an excellent ex- 
posure on a big 18 by 24 plate. It de- 
veloped without a flaw and made a mag 
nificent picture of the shaft, showing 
even the recent rain streaks on the sides, 
with the fish ponds and the island in 
their midst for a foreground, 

Of course he was delighted, and after 
making threo prints for specimens stored 
the plate with a Jot of others in a neigh 
boring wareroom, He sent the prints 
around to yarious firms from whom he 
thought he might get orders and soon 
received on order for 500 from a railway 
company, Which wanted them for excur 
sion advertisements, and other 
from photographic supply firms, which 
wanted them as advertisements for ne 
utives and silver paper, When he went 
to look for the plate, however, he found 
that the storeroom where it had been 
kept had a leak in the roof, and the rub 
ber blanket with which the big plate 
had been covered had a number of small 
holes in it. The result was that the wa 
ter had dripped through on the gelatin 
side of the nogative, aud it had bean 
euten to pieces with mould, 

Mr, Cudlip tried many times to da 
plicate the picture, but never succeeded

Well, well! 
“‘Out in our country, ’’ said the judge, 


; after a moment's pause, ‘there’s a fel- 


low called Teton Jackson. He was one 
of the worst outlaws and desperadoes I 
ever heard of. After a series of viola- 
tions of the law Jackson was caught in 
May seven years agoin the Big Horn 
basin by Sheriff Canton of Johnson coun- 
ty, Wy. He was taken to Blackfoot, 
Ida., and given 14 years in the Idaho 
penitentiary. A sigh of relief floated 


over Wyoming, Utah, Montana and 
Idaho when he was landed. 

“*T tell you, sir, he was a corker. He 
led as bold and reckless a band of out- 


laws as ever rode through the shades of 
night. The haunts and headquarters of 
the band were in the innermost recesses 
of that great mountain watershed from 
which spriag the waters of the Green, 
the Wind and the Snake rivers. On that 
continental divide is a series of deep 


and remote mountain basins. In these 
basins hid Jackson and his gang. High 


above them rose the towering peaks of 
the ‘Three Tetons.’ These peaks look 
over four states. Jackson's Hole, Mar- 
ket Lake Glen and Teton basins are 
Jackson's 
Hole is where the outlaws bung out 
principally. In the midst of a vast mo- 
rass that only the initiated can reach is 
a strong fortress of logs, palisaded, 
loopholed and provisioned. The gang 
always retreated there. 

‘*Market Lake Glen housed Bob Tar- 
ter, the fence of the gang. ‘Tarter took 
the stock they stole, changed the brands 
and kept the animals until they could 
be driven off and sold.

fice.’ And in Rey. viii, 8, 4, we read of 
incense offered with the prayers of saints. 
The incense is suggesgive of the merits of 
Jesus Christ by whiclf alone anything we 
do can be accepted before God, but by 
Which the feeblest service in His Name is 
accepted, 

10, ‘And the whole multitude of the 
people were praying without at the time 
of incense.’’ The time of incense when 
the people were prayiig without while 
they waited for the priest to return to them 
is suggestive of this whole age during 
which our High Priest has gone into the 
presence of God for us and we continue in 
prayer, awaiting His return, He ever 
liveth to make intercession for us and says 
to us, ** Because I live, ye shall live also’’ 
(John xiv, 19), 

11. ‘And there appeared unto him an 
angel of the Lord, standing on the right 
side of the altar of incense.’ The angel's 
name was Gabriel, which means ‘‘God is 
mighty.’’ He istwiee mentioned in Daniel 
as God's messenger to him (Dan. viii, 16; 
ix, 21). He afterward came to Nazareth 
with a message for Mary (verses 26, 27). 

12. ‘And when Zacharias saw him, he 
was troubled and fear fell upon him.'’ We 
might conclude from Judges xiii, 22, that 
there was a superstition that the appear 
ance of an angel meant death, or perhaps 
in the case of Zacharias it was the ordi- 
nary fear of the supernatural, as when the 
disciples were afraid in the boat, or the 
women at the sepulcher (Mark vi, 49, 50, 
xvi, 5). Mary does not seem to have been 
troubled by his visit, but rather by what 
he at first said (verse 29).

NEW CITY GOVERNMENT. 

At 3 o’clock Monday afternoon, Jan 
6, 1896, Montressor T. Allen was, 
the second time, duly installed Mayor 
of the City of Woburn at Lyceum 
Hall, where all former inaugural cere- 
monies have taken place. 

Rev. Doremas Scudder, pastor 
the First Congregational chureh 
Woburn, addressed the Throne of Grace 
in behalf of the city and its new gov- 
ernment, and Judge Edward F. John- 
son of the Fourth District Court ad- 
ministered the oath of office to the new 
members, 

Lyceum Hall was (filled with inter- 
ested spectators who observed atten- 
tively everything that took place on the 
notable occasion, 

In due order Mayor Allen arose, 
walked to the front of the stage, and 
delivered his Inaugural Address. 

In conformity to the JOURNAL'S sug- 
gestions Mayor Allen had carefully 
‘boiled down” his iowugural, in con- 
sequenve of which it was nearly al? 
meat, with very little, and only neces- 
sary, trimmings. It was well written 
avd handsomely delivered. 

Not many subjects were treated i: 
the paper, but they were live ones, and 
nu words were wasted on dead issues 
Each had a practical bearing on the 
good of our public, clearly demov- 
-strated to that end. His ideas were 
working ones, nothing fanciful 
chimerical about them, or that were in 
the least impracticable. 

Considerable stress was laid by His 
Honor on the future of our city nud 
what must be looked to as the most 
prolific source of its growth and pros- 
perity in yearsto come. Ina nutshell. 
he holds that Woburn will not react 
the zenith of her glory until she be- 
comes less of a business aud more of a 
residential municipality, and on that

point we think he stands on solid 
ground. Dependence on a single me- 


chanical industry, and that requiring 
the least mechanical skill, or nove at 
all, the Mayor believes, cannot work to 
the best advantage of a community, 
hence, if we are to have manufactories. 
they should be diversified in character, 
and such as require what is known as 
skilled labor to carry them on. Thi- 
position too will stand the test of public 
opinion. Sagacious persons see clearly 
that the time is coming when Woburn 
will be given over almost wholly t 
residential uses. Our manufactories, 
as must be the case iv other suburban 
places, will be forced back farther from 
the metropolis until the district in- 
cluded in the proposed **Greater Bos- 
ton,” its outer limits 10 miles from the 
State House, within which Woburn 
falls, is covered with homes instead o! 
factories.. Speaking on this subject. 
and referring particularly to the busi- 
ness of leather making ip this city, the 
Mayor said:

We have never been able to discoves 
any good to be derived from a practical 
application of that doctrine. We do 
not believe in ‘tone man power,” but 
think that with the machinery of the 
local government in the hands of the 
people, or their immediate representn- 
tives, including the power of appoint- 
ments to city offices, the better it would 
be, and stronger the chauces for 4 
cleav, honest administration. 

However, that is one of the impor- 
tant matters (o be considered by the 
people, or a committee, and whatever

Woman's Club, 

Atthe meeting of the Woman's Club, 
Friday, Jan. 3, Rev. George A. Young. 
formerly pastor of the Unitarian church 
in our city, lectured upon ‘Brook 
Farm.” 

It has been said that the experiment 
of Brook Farm furnishes few materials 
for history and many for thought. 

Brook Farm was largely the work of 
George Ripley, a clergyman of great 
culture and refinement. He left his 
pulpit in Boston to give to the world a 
practical demonstration of those lofty 
ideals of life in which he so firmly be- 
lieved, 

Many cultured men and women in 
sympathy with the movement whose 
aim was to promote a purer civilization, 
higher morality, greater culture and a 
dimivution of the desire for accumula- 
tion, 

The government of the company wae 
vested in a board of directors. New 
members were admitted by a two-thirds 
vote. All helped in every kind of em- 
ployment. They were organized into 
groups of three for different kinda of 
labor, us the haying group, nursery 
group, ete. Bodily wants were not 
neglected, but great care was exercised 
that each should have abundant oppor- 
tunity for mental improvement. 


“The Harbinger” was published 
weekly, Visitors came in great num- 


bers, sometimes more than could be 
easily accommodated. 

For a long time before its collapse, 
Brook Farm was seen to be on the 
losing side. More money was needed. 
The products of the farm were of an 
inferior order and did not find a ready 
market. They suffered a“ heavy loss 
by fire. High aims could not take the 
place of business ability. The last days 
came, One by one its iumates left the 
farm. Mr, Ripley took upon himself 
the debts of the goncern. 

Of this idyllic experiment Mr. O. B. 
Frothingham said: ‘There was no 
earthly reason why Brook Farm should 
succeed, though there seems every 
heavenly reasou for its success. Surely 


to this failure belongs the glory ol 
having failed in a good cause.” 

At the close of the lecture tea was 
served and Mr. and Mys.

Exceptions Overruled. 

Patrick Sullivan, Patrick J. Foley 
and Cornelius Nagle, the three Billerica 
murders, were visited in their cells ip 
the Cambridge Jnil Tuesday. The 
news that the Supreme Court had over- 
ruled the exceptions taken during the| 
trial of the three men was then con- 
veyed to them. 

Nugle was the first seen, and when 
told that the exceptions were overruled 
and thatin February he would probably 
be sentenced to life imprisonment bis 
eyes filled with tears. It was wrong, 
was all he could say, with the excep- 
tion that be insisted that he was invo- 
cent of the crime charged, that of 
killing Duroy S. Foster at Billerica in 
September, 1894. ‘I am as innoceut 
as the child unborn,” he said. 

Sullivan suid he had not given up 
hope, and that he knows that his 
friends have discovered a vast deal of 
uew evidence. 

Foley was the most composed of all, 
and claimed he still thought # uew trial| 
would be grauted him and his release 
from prison secured. 

All three men have families in Som- 
erville. 

The crime for which Nagle, Sullivan | 
und Foley were convicted was the 
killing of Duroy S. Foster of Burling- 
tou, who was assisting Constable Liv- 
ingtone of Billerica in an attempt to 
arrest the three men.

THE RED LIGHT. 


Two years ago I had qualified as stok 
er, and, together with the engineer, 
Hausler, ran the Berlin: Vienna express 
on the Berlin-Falkenberg division. Ou 
train left the Central station at 5:30 i 
the afternoon, and on that particular 


day Twas in the roundhouse at 8 o'clock | 


to sce that the fires were good and every 
thing in running order. According to 
rules, the engineer had to be in th 
roundhouse an hour before the departur: 
of the train, and usually Haustler com 
plied with the greatest punctuality. 
Neverthless, today it was a quarter to ¢ 
and still he had not come. I tried the 
sandbox, the two steam pumps that 
force the water from the tender into the 
boiler, and saw diligently to the fire, 
which required to bein the best possibl 
condition if we were to make the re 
quired run of 91 minutes in the given 
time. We could not allow ourselves full 
speed until we had passed the station 
Grosz-Lichterfelde. Then there 
still almast 62 miles in a stretch, and 
only at the larger stations through which 
we passed was it necessary to slacken 
our speed. 

It was nearing 5, and still no sign of 
Hausler. I had come to the conclusion 
that he was ill or that some accident 
had happened to him. and was just on 
the point of going to the superintendent 
of the locomotive house and reporting 
the case to him when I saw Hausler ap 
proaching in considerable haste. He gay: 
me a hasty nod and merely asked if ev 
erything were ready. Then he mounted 
the locomotive and tried all the valves 
for himself; but, while at other times he 
made this most important inspection of 
the locomotive with great care, today he 
did it hastily and with a lack of atten- 
tion. In the midst of his inspection h¢ 
stopped suddenly and seated himself 
upon the toolchest which is attached t: 
the tender. For a good five minutes he 
sat staring blankly before him; then he 
laughed outright and asked me again, 
“Ts everything ready, Max?”’ 

“Of course, Herr Huusler,’’ I replied. 
‘It’s about time we ran out of the shed, 
for we have to push a couple of locomo- 
tives out of the way before we get a 
clear track to the depot.”’ 

‘*Yes, yes,’ returned Hausler hurried- 
ly, then rose and went to his post. If I 
had not known that he was a remarka- 
bly abstemious man, I should almost 
have thought he had drunk too much, 
but that our conscientious Hausler 


should come on duty with his brain be-| 


fogged was inconceivable. We ran out 
of the roundhouse quite slowly, mado 
our way carefully between the locomo- 
tives, and, according to orders, stood 
outside the depot at ten minutes before 
the train was to start, not having cou 
pled as yet. We hada good head of 
steam, and all the valves let off the su- 
perfluous yapor. 

‘‘How is your wife?’’ I asked, to 
rouse Hausler from his lethargy. 

‘*My wife?’’ he asked, with a start. 
‘She is very well, very well—she knows 
of nothing yet.’’ 

“Has something unpleasant happened 
to you, Herr Hausler?”’

London's Oldest Hospital. 

St. Bartholomew's, it is pretty well 
agreed, was founded as long ago as 112! 
by Rahere, who subsequently founded 
the priory of St. Bartholomew. ‘The 
hospital had an independent constitu- 
tion and a separate estate, but was for 
some purposes under the control of the 
priory, of which the church still re 
Smithfield. From the beyin- 
ning it Was a hospital for the sick and 
almshouse, and this is dis 
tinctly expressed ina grant of privileges 
Among its early 
benefactors were Thomas a Becket, arch 
bishop of Canterbury; Henry FitzAil- 
win, the first mayor of London; Wil- 
liam Longespee, one of the witnesses of 
Magna Charta, and King Henry III. 


| The hospital and the priory were finally 


separated on the dissolution of the pri- 
1587, and a few years later the 
hospital and its revenues, like most 
things he could Jay his hands on, came 
into the possession of Henry VIII. In 
1544, however, the Merry Monarch, at 
the petition of Sir Richard Gresham, 
lord mayor of London, refounded it by 
royal charter and soon after granted it 
a fresh charter, which gave back to the 
foundation the greater portion of its 
former revenues. At this time the hos- 
pital contained 100 beds, an accommo- 
dation which has since increased seven- 
fold. The medical school appears to 
have come into existence about 1662, 
Twenty years before that, Harvey, the 
discoverer of the circulation of the 
blood, was a physician to the hospital. 
Many distinguished surgeons and phy- 
sicians have worked within its walls 
since then, und not the least celebrated 
John Abernethy, who was elected assist- 
ant surgeon in 1787.—Pall Mall Ga 
zette, 


Indian Forest Flies. 

Miss Eleanor Ormerod, in a letter to

Lust Friday Nagle, Foley and Sulli- 
van, convicted of the murder by shoot- 
ing of Duroy S. Foster of this town 
in Sept. 1894, were sentenced for life 
tothe Massachusetts State prison at 
Charlestown and forthwith taken there 
by the officers. Wives, parents, chil- 
dren and friends gathered ut the Court 
House at Kast Cambridge and the part- 
ing between them and the convicted 
men was dramatic and very affecting. 


In tho ancient records of the town of 
Burlington, we find this eutry : 

‘Silas Cutler, son of Nathaniel and 
Elizabeth, born January 3d, 1806.” 

Mr. Cutler, who celebrated his nine- 
tieth birthday on Jan. 3, is still hale, 
hearty and well preserved. Tis re- 
miniscences of half a century’s service 
as postmaster of Burlington are inter-| 
esting and always vividly presented to} 
those who call upon him. As keeper | 
of the village store, his name brings 
succulent recollections of striped sticks} 
of candy and many colored sugar} 
plums, dear to childhood, aud probably | 
the majority of Burlington born boys 
and girls made their first purchase and | 
expended their first penny at Uncle 
Silas Cutler’s” counter. Muy he **toe 
the century mark’ and travel far 
beyond it is the wish of his many 
friends. 


There is trouble in the schools here, 
or rather between the School Board 
aud a few of the inhabitants of the} 
town, The Board, assuming supreme | 
powers, discontinued one of the schools, | 
remote from the Centre about 2 miles, 
and ordered that the pupils thereof | 
should attend the Centre school, but 
without making any provisions for their | 
carriage to and from.

citizens to comply with the law of 1894 
respecting the duties of parents and 
guardians in regard to educating their | 
children aud wards. ‘The recalcitrants | 
at once sought out and employed 
Lawyer Allen of Woburn to defend 
them. That gentleman called a halt 
on the proceedings, and po warrant was 
issued on Friday, when the matter was 
before the Court. Schoolt Committees 
in this State, as a general rule, consider 
themselves almighty as to school ques- 
tions, but it is understood that Lawyer 
Allen does not go to quite that length, 
and proposes to find out, if possible, 
how fara School Board may be per- 
mitted to go in arbitrarily depriving 
pupils of the privilege of attending 
school, by shutting up shoolhouses, or 
other high hunded measures. 1 think 
Lawyer Allen and his clients have cove 
siderable moral backing in this town, 
This is the story as told to your re- 
porter, 

Avother version of the story is that 
the Sehool Committee, after shutting 
up the aboye named sehool, ordered 
(he parents to send their children to 
the Centre sehool and provided trans. 
from aud to their homes, 
Prelerring the South sehool, the parents 
refused to comply with the order of the 
Committee, for this offence, if 
it be, legal measures to 
compel them have been asked for of 
Judge There is no telling 
how it will come out.

We were spending our June vaca 
tion at the Grub Stake, a new gold 
mine high up among the Sierras 
and of which an uncle of my com- 
panion and fellow student was super- 
intendent.

The Massachusetts Anti-Double Tax- 
ation League is organized for the purpose 
of reforming the law in certain particulars 
and these particulars coincide exactly with 
the remarks of both the speaker and the

The league did very good public service 
last year in preventing the passage of bad 
legislation, It has organized this year 
under the same platform, bat with a few 
new officers, and it is understood that its 
purpose is to be aggressive rather than de- 
fensive,

law of 1881, which relieved real estate from 
the burden of double taxation, was effect 
ually killed. Itis not to be anticipated 
that any new effort will be made in this 
direction, With this bugbear disposed of, 
the League presses forward its main con-

The most flagrant form of double taxa 
tion now legal is the taxation of shares 
corporations organized under the 
other states, These shares 
property than ave shares af Massachusetts 
corporations, Kither one is only an evi- 
dence of property somewhere protected and 
presumably there taxed.

Paw Quealy’s Golden Jubilee. 


On Tuesday and Tuesday evening, 
Jan. 21, 1896, three weeks of hard work 
on the part of numerous committees 
culminated in an event worthy to adorn 
a bright page in the history of the city 

the celebration of the 50th anniversary 
of the priesthood of Rev. Jolin Quealy, 
who for the last $2 years has been the 
beloved pastor of St. Charles Borremeo 
chureh in this city. The main design of 
the grand affair was to do honor to the 
venerable priest, to express in a fitting 
manner public appreciation of his able, 
patient and valuable services to the 
church during the 32 years that he has 
been at its head, and to give him sub- 
Stantial proof of the high esteem in 
which he is hold by his parishioners and 
their deep appreciation of the grand 
work he has done here in building up, 
in the face of grave discouragements and 
against many serious obstacles, a great 
church trom the small community of 
Catholics he met on coming here so long 
ago. Mr. William F. Kennoy eloquently 
act forth the virtues, labors and sue- 
cesses of Kev. Fr, Quealy as pastor of 


St. Charles chureh, in his address on 
Tuesday evening. The address was a 
loving tribute to the worth of the 


pastor, a warm acknowledgment of his 


many virtues as a man, citizen, and 
priest, and the production was honor- 
able to the head and heart of its 


author. 

The celebration was far beyond the 
ordinary. It was a great day for St. 
Charlies church and Catholics through- 
out the State, a day to be marked with 
a white stone. It possessed strong 
interest for priests and laymen outside 
of this city and was participated in by 
many eminent men from abroad as well 
as by leading parishioners and influential 
citizens at home. It was a gala day. 
Many clergymen of Boston and vicinity 
came to Woburn and lent a hand in 
making the affair the brilliant success it 
proved to be. 

The sermon and mass at 10 a, m. 
filled the large church with people, 
warm friends of their old minister, Fr. 
Quealy, some of whom have come all 
the way along with him from 1863 to 
the present time, and were glad to be 
presen’ and take part in this Golden 
Jubilee. Every seat was occupied, not 
a few by Protestants, among them Rey. 
Mr. Scudder, pastor of the Orthodox 
church, and officers of its Sunday School. 
The sermon by Rey. D. J. O'Karrell of 
Boston was warmly and heartily eulo- 
gistic of Fr. Quealy’s private and public 
life. His words of praise stirred respon- 
sive chords in the hearts of all the St. 
Charles parishioners before him, for 
they were kuown and felt to be true 
and well deserved. ‘The old choir were 
back in their seats and made sweet 
music for the grand occasion. The 
exercises at the church from first to 
last were deeply interesting, the only 
drawback being the incapacity of the 
edifice to hold all who would have been 
glad to be there. 

The parochial school celebrated on 
Wednesday under the management of the 
teachers, aud also turned out to be a 
pleasing feature of the Golden Jubilee. 
The pupils had done splendidly. By 
their own efforts they had raised the 
money and bought for Fr, Quealy a 
beautifully chased and handsomely en- 
graved solid gold chalice, a present 
which their beloved pastor would prize 
above rubies or precious gems. Also 
a handsome gold headed cane. The 
exercises were pleasing aud in harmony 
with the jubilant spirit of the occasion. 


The crowning glory of the Golden 
Jubileo were the exercises in the even- 
ing at the Theatre, which had been 


transformed as by the wands of fairies 
into a bower of beauty for the climax 
of the day’s celebration ceremonies, 
Viewed from every point the scene was 
of surpassing lovliness. Ibunting in end- 
less profusion adorned the walls; flags 
and banners waved from ceilings aud 
dome; streamers and rosettes and all 
manner of designs appeared every where ; 
aud of tlowers, plants and green bush 
there was no end. It is suflicient to say 
that Col. Beals of Boston, the prince ot 
decorators, superintended this part of 
the work, and exercised lis skill and 
taste to woudertul advantage, 

Lawrence Reade, Esq., was President 
of the evening, and filled the honorable 
post with dignity and grace. His open 
ing address was appropriate, laden with 


praise for Fr. Quealy and = his life and 
services here, and was an eloquent 
tribute to personal and rrofessional 


worth of a high order. Caluan’s Orchestra 
furnished the very best of music and 
thus added materially to the pleasures 
of the evening. 

The most elaborate address of the 
evening, indeed, it was the principal 
feature of the literary part of the cele- 
bration, was that of Mr. William F.

Mr. Kenney's address was justly con- 
ceived, eloquently worded, and splendidly 
delivered. Nearly or quite 3,000 people 


heard and praised it, and it was well

Rey. Fr. Quealy responded to Mr. 


Kenney’s address, warmly thanking him 
for his kind words and the church for 
their more than generous gifts. He is a 


large hearted, liberal gentleman and it 
is very doubtful if much of the dona- 
tion finds its way into his personal 
coffers.

forthem. With all his opportunities for 
accumulating worldly wealth Fr. Quealy 
has but little or none of it, and is really 
a poor man, His thanks were received 
with applause,

complimentary resolutions to Fr. Quealy, 
which, with the sermons, addresses, and 
proceedings of the grand Golden Jubilee 
will be spread on the parish records, it 
is supposed, 

At 9 o'clock the exercises closed, and 
the Golden Jubilee became history. It 
was a graud affair, fully worthy of its 
object, and the gentlemen who had it 
in charge and secured its splendid suc- 
cess,

Russian Beggar Associations, 

Of all the artels, or associations, 
the beggars’ are the most interest- 
ing and—the most immoral. In no 
Buropean country but Russia would 
such institutions meet with tolera- 
tion. But there begging is a recog- 
nized profession, In many villages, 
as soon as the harvest is in, the 
whole population forms itself into a 
huge artel, which is split up into a 
number of parties. The halt, blind, 
maimed, ete., are divided out equal 
ly among the parties, so that each of 
them may have an equal claim on 
public sympathy. They then start 
off on a begging tour, in the course 
of which they sometimes go 200 o1 
300 miles away from their homes. 
During the day they go about in 
different directions, no two parties 
being allowed to enter the same vil- 
lage, but at night they all meet to- 
gether, and then, if all tales be true, 
they have “high jinks.’’ They put 
everything they receive into 4 com. 
mon stock; they eat the food and 
sell the clothes, dividing the pro- 
ceeds. 

During a threo months’ expedition 
they often clear enough money to 
keep them in idleness for the six 
months that follow. Some of the 
beggars’ artels are permanent insti- 
tutions, the members of them doing 
nothing but beg from one year’s end 
to another. They are said to havoa 
fairly pleasant life, on the whole, 
and to be better fed and better cloth- 
ed than the majority of those who 
give them alms.—Chambers’ Jour 
nal.

CARBOLIC ACID ANTIDOTE. | 


Discovery That Alcohol Nullifies the Ef | 
fect of the Polson, 

On May 4, 1898, about 1:30 o'eluck

Medical aid was immediately sum- 
moned, when two physicians promptly 
responded, made a hurried examination 
of the condition and surroundings of 
the patient, who Was in a profound stu- 
por, with pupils contracted to pin 
points, injected atropine to antagonize 


and thon used the stomach pump. 
Demuleents—such as olive oil, gly 
erin, ete, — and limewgter and sal- 
phuriec acid were also adiministered with 
the stomach pump about this time, and 
an effort was made to wakon the pa 
tient with the faradie current, but 
Without result, Mrs, X. was now allow- 
ed to remain undisturbed until 0:30) p. 
m., When an attempt to restore her to | 
consciousness succeeded, On first awak- 
ening she was dazed, rambled and was | 
unable to realize her position for a few 
minutes, but soon rallied and answered 
questions readily. When asked what she 
had used, without hesitation she replied | 
sarbolic acid and whisky, and that she | 
experienced but little pain or burning | 
sensation and declared she slept sound- 
ly, having pleasant dreams, | 
With the exception of slight nausea | 
and depression of spirits for a few days |

she suffered little or 10 more inconyen- 
jence and made a rapid and satisfac 
tory convalescence, and has enjoyed ro- 
bust health ever since, 

The slight corrosive action and free- 
dom from pain experienced on the pres- 
ent oceasion proved the value of her ex- 
periments and suggests a new and effi- 
cient plan of treatment in carbolic acid 
poisoning. A mixture of equal parts of 
carbolic acid and alcohol may be pour- | 
ed over the back of the hand, leaving 
scarcely a trace of corrosive action if | 
promptly washed off with alcohol. The | 
white stain caused by the liquid carbol- 
ic acid can be removed by the immedi- 
ate and continued application of alco- 
hol. In the case ef a young man who 
came to my office suffering from intense 
itching caused by a spider bite I applied 
liquid earbolic acid, which stained the 
skin white. This application was left 
on the affected part until it caused se- 
vere pain, When it was thoroughly re- 
moved with alcohol, followed by the ap- 
plication of a pad of absorbent cotton 
saturated with alcohol. ; 

By this means the stain was removed 
and pain relieved until heat was felt in 
the pad, when both stain and pain dis 
appeared, The heated pad was now dis- 
carded und replaced by one of a similar 
kind, freshly prepared, When stain and | 
pain vanished a second time, to return 
with heat in the pad. This phenomenon 
continued as long as heat developed in 
the pad and ceased when it was no lon- 
ger evolved. The only result besides re- 
lieving the itching was an intense red- 
ness of the skin over the affected area, 
Which disappeared in a few days, at- 
tended by desquaimation of the cuticle, 

This cause also affords a striking illus- 
tration of the resemblance in the symp- 
toms produced to carbolic acid and opi- 
um poisoning. The diagnostic feature 
in tho present case was the quiet and 
regular breathing. 

Alcoho), apart from its power as an | 
antidote, is required us a stimulant in 
the majority of cases of carbolic acid | 
poisoning, to combat the intense depres- 
sion usually experienced, and it would 
therefore appear if alcohol were a 
true antidote in carbolic acid poisoning.

greatest New England industries. Its 


skotches of the strong and sturdy life of 
the New England fisherman of a genera- 
tion ago, with so much that was tragic 
and pathetic in it on sea and shore, are 
most striking portions of the article. 
The series of articles on New England 
cities and towns is continued in this 


number by an adimirable paper on 
Modern Providence, by Robert Grieve. 
Few cities have undergone such great 


changes during the last thirty years as 
Proyidence, and Mr. Grieye describes 
with the enthusiasm of a loyal Provi- 
dence man the reforms, amounting 
almost to revolutions, which are now 
going on in the city.

A QUEER CHARACTER 


It was one evening about a fortnight 
after Thad installed myself in a little 
villa at Siena. Thad just sat down to 
dinner and was waiting for Concetta, 
my elderly parlor maid, to take the lid 
off my tureen of minestra, when she 
came into the room a little flurried and 
Yndignant and announced that an ‘it 
dividuo,’’ evidently a foreigner, war 
waiting in the hall and desired to speak 
With me on a matter of the greatest im 
portance. Who could it be? I wondered, 
for I knew searcely a soul, certainly no 
foreigner, in Siena. 1 was struck, too, 
by Concetta’s emphasized use of the 
word ‘‘individuo,’’ for an Italian serv 
ant is usually ready enough to give the 
‘person’ the benefit of the doubt and 
call him a signore. He must be a toler 
ably low specimen, I reflected, but 1 
felt bound to go out and interview this 
most mysterious visitor. 

There stood before me in the dimly 
lighted hall a being whom I would have 
passed without a thought in a London 
street, but who here in remote Siens 
compelled ny closest scrutiny and arous 
ed to the full all my faculties of obser 
vation. He was a small, mean creature, 
with small, bald head, small, puckered 
features, small, pursed mouth and re 
ceding chin. He had close cropped cler 
ical whiskers, and his upper lip and 
chin were covered with a three days’ 
stubble. He was wearing a seedy brown 
overcoat and shiny black trousers, In 
his hand he held a black billycock hat, 
oily and crinkled with age and mucl 
wear, and I noticed that his ill fitting 
boots were down at the heel and showec 
jatches of dirty white stocking at thc 
toes and sides.

WASH DAY SUGGESTIONS, 


to Follow.

Monday morning is generally hard on 
the whole family. Sunday is made a day 
of rest or recreation in every American 
home. If it is the former, the routine 
work is interrupted and the household 
muchinery thrown out of gear for one) 
whole day, On Monday evening the wo 
minn Who wants tomake her washing as 
light as possible, whether she does it 
herself or has it done, gets all the clothes 
together and goes over them carefully. 
All the table linen 1s examined for pos 
sible ten or fruit stains, and if any is 
discovered the article is laid aside to ba 
treated for the spot, according to some 
remed# that each housewife has in her} 
mental recipe book. Torn or ripped bed 
linen should be mended before it goes 
into the wash, so that the rents will not 
be made Jarger. Then the white clothes 
ave divided in two heaps, the coarser 
clothes in one and the finer in another, | 
and putin separate tubs. Over them pour 
pure ¢ old water—boiled and cooled, if 
the water is hard—in which has been 
mixeda half teacupful of coal oil to two 
gallons of water. Lift the clothes up} 
nod make sure that the water gets to all} 
of them; then throw a cloth over the 
tub and let them stand till morning. 
Examine the colored clothes for big} 
grease spots, paint daubs and such tor 
ments of the mother of restless little 
ones, and if you discover paint lay the 
spot over a basin and pour a little coal 
oil on it and Jet it stand till morning. 
You will then be able to rub most of it 
ont in the basin. 

If it is only a grease spot, much rub- 
bing on the board would discolor the| 
fabric, but a few moments’ soaking in 
the coal oi] will loosen it, and you will 
have no troublo with it, Turn all the} 
stockings wrong side out, having brush- 
ed them thoroughly to remove all dust | 
from the outside, If they are black, you 
can Wash them much easier and with 
less rubbing if you put them in a basin 
of cold water half an hour before you 
get ready to put them in the suds. Nev- 
er use concentrate d lye or sal soda or 
any of the washing powders in cleans- 
ing black stockings if you wish them to} 
retain their color to the last. The first 
thing in the morning heat some water | 
and pour over your soaked white clothes 
so that the chill will be taken off them. | 
Fasten your wringer tothe tub and after | 
sousing the clothes around in the water | 
thoroughly run them through Brow ing- 
er, Make no attempt to rab them with 
your hands. If you have a pounder, you 
can loosen a great deal of the dirt, but 
it will not come out in tbe suds any-} 
way. When you are ready to begin the 
washing, have the boiler full of water 
that has boiled, and if it is hard and 
has to be broken put the soda or what 
eyer you use in the water while it is 
boiling and as soon as the scum boils ti 
the top lift it off. Then you will have} 
clear water, Which is one great essen- | 
tial, Into this put half a teacupful of | 
Use plenty of water and have 
it pretty hot, but never pour boiling 
water over the clothes. That willset the } 
dirt. Let the water cool so that you can 
put your hands in it before putting it 
on the clothes; if you don’t, you will} 
soon have yeblow clothes in spite of all | 
other care, When you find the water in 
the tub getting cold, dip out a lot of it | 
and put in clean hot water, which may | 
then be boiling, as it will cool in the 
toh. Jf the water gets to look dingy} 
from tho dirt, dipitout and put in more 
hot water, In this way you keep the 
water at the right temperature, and it 
never gets very dirty, I think that if 
you are careful to do this and skim the 
water first, using a good laundry soap, 
one suds is enough.

The Metal Platinum, 

From 1824 to the present time plati- 
num working has been carried on among 
the Ural mountains, and considerable 
quantities are annually produced there.

It is re- 
markable by its great weight, being 
heavier than any other metal, gold 
itself not excepted. It is no less remark 
uble for its infusibility. It does not fuse 
in any of our ordinary furnaces, which | 
soon melt copper, iron or gold, But at 
a Whito heat it can be welded and fash 
joned into yarious shapes, In the now 
electric furnace and by means of tho | 
oxyhydrogen blowpipe it can, however, 
It is ox 
ceedingly malleable and can be beaten 
out into thin plates and drawn into 
wires which are only one two-thousandth 
of an inch in diameter, Wires even ten | 
times thinner than this can made 
by a special process. Air and moisture | 
have no ef&ct upon platinum, even 
When it is heated to a very high temper- 
ature, and it will not dissolve in acids, 
with the exception of aqua regia, which 
is a mixture of hydrochloric and nitric 
acids.—Chambers’ Journal,

The exclusion of the shad from the 
bill of fare was followed by an evil 
they knew not of. What was known | 
as the Merino sheep craze swept 
over the country about that time. 
Sheep became cheaper than fish, | 
and the boys got mutton and molas- 
ses in gonerous quantities instead 
of shad. 

If it was not in good form socially 
to eat shad on the lower Delaware, 
it was nevertheless quite the proper 
thing to do so on the upper waters 
of both the Delaware and the Sus- 
quehanna. ‘Country folks from a 
radius of fifty miles camo to the 
Susquehanna to got their winter 
supply.” 

The record for a day's catch be- 


longs to Tullytown creek, in Had- 
ley, Pa., for ‘‘on the Ist day of 
May, 1883, 38,000 shad were taken.’ 

“The fish also ran very large in 
my young days,’’ said one of the 
veracious old inhabitants. ‘Hight 
pound fish were very common, and 
often they ran larger,”’ 

One story is related of a man who 
traded twenty barrels of shad for | 
“a good Durham cow.’’ But some- | 
times so many of the fish were taken 
that the price went to 38 and 4 cents 
and one is noted of a 
great catch that brought but 1 cent 
each, | 

It is worth noting that in deserib- | 
ing the size of the fish three are 
referred to that weighed 18 pounds. 
The very largest of all was taken by 
Charles Vansciver at Badger’s is- 
land, inthe Delaware. It weighed 
13 3-4 pounds and ‘twas purchased 
by Christian Larzelere, Esq., a judge 
in Burlington county.’’ — Philadel- 
phia ‘Times.

WATER SUPPLY. 


There seems to be no doubt that the 
water supply can be immensely increased 
by raising the water in Horn Pond and 
thus bringing into use a greatly increased 
filtering surface as well as an immense 
supply of water in storage. 

Raising the water in Horn Pond, how- 
ever, or even keeping it at the present 
high water mark, causes the flowage of 
meadow land inv the vicinity of Fowle 
Brook, and the city 18 at present 
threatened with suits for damages caused 
by the decision of the Water Board not 
to endanger the water supply by lower- 
ing the pond in order to allow the 
owners of meadow land to gather hay. 
As it will, in the opinion of the Board, 
be wise economy for the city to obtain, 
as soon as possible, all the land which 
would be covered if the pond were 
raised six feet above the present high 
water mark, which is the level allowed 
us by Chapter 307, of the Acts of 1871, 
the City Engineer has been instructed 
to make the necessary surveys to de- 
termine the amount of land necessary 
to be taken. 

There have been complaints this year, 


as heretofore, in regard to an offensive 
taste and odor connected with ou 
water. These complaints, while louder 
than ever before, do vot seem to be 
general but to come almost entirely 
from certain sections of the city, and 
even those who complain testify that 


the trouble 
tain hours of 


seems to disappear at cer- 
the day. The cause and 
the remedy for the trouble are as yet 
undiscovered, although as far back as 
1890, the Board, after extended discus- 
sion and investigation caused a 14 inch 
pipe to be laid from the pumping station 
to the opposite end of the reservoir from 
which the city supply is drawn, in order 
that the growth of algae might be pre- 
vented by the constant circulation of 
water in the reservoir. This work cost 
$5,244.45, and was practically wasted, 
for complaints soon became louder than 
ever, and for years the use of this main 
has been practically abandoned and the 


department has returned to the old 
method of pumping directly into the 


mains, only the surplus water rising into 
the reservoir to be used during the night 
while the pumps are not running. 

It is a singular fact, however, that at 
the very time when complaints as to 
the qnality of the water were the most 
general, the State Board of Health, 
which analyzes our water once a month, 
reported that our water was of unusually 


good quality and even better than in 
the past. 
Until the cause of the trouble is dis- 


covered we are but groping in the dark 
to search for a remedy, but the Board 
is giving its best attention to the difti- 
culty and haye in hand gertain experi- 
ments which they hope will point to a 
solution of the difticulty. 


WORKSHOP, 


We regret the necessity of calling your 
attention once more to the urgent need 
of the purchase of a suitable lot of land 
in some central location where work- 
shops and a stable may be built. That 
necessity has been urged annually by | 
our predecessors for many years and} 
the need coutinually grows greater. 
The recommendations of the Superin- 
tendent we desire to carry into effect as 
soon as possible and we especially call 
your attention to what he has to say on 
this important subject.

Our boiler capacity at the pumping 
station having become inadequate, the

before next summer we expect to have 
our boiler plant in such condition as to 
be amply able to satisfy all demands 
upon it for many years to come, 


CONSTUCTION AND METERS, 


The new street mains recommended 
by the Superintendent in his report 
should be completed as soon as possible 
and the necessity of an immediate ex- 
tension of Our metre system, which is 
explained at length in the report of the 
Registrar, also has our hearty approval; 
and both these important subjects should 
receive early attention in order that the 
necessary work shall uot be delayed 
until the season when such labor can be 
done is nearly passed,

As our right to negotiate new water 
debts expired with the expenditure of 
of $500,000, as authorized by Chapter 200 
of the Acts of 1884, we have reached our 
borrowing capacity, It will therefore 
be necessary, in order to borrow more 
money, to obtain authority from the 
Legislature to negotiate a new loan; and 
as the amount of money required to 
purchase the land necessary to be bought 
in order to to raise the water six feet 
above high water mark is largely a 
matter of conjecture, wo recommend 
that application be made to the Legis 
lature for the right to issue a new water 
loan not to exceed $50,000, 

Six hydrants have been added during

A huge cavern, dark and somber, 4

The horse, becanse of his environments 
mid duties, is exposed to so many acel- 
dents, resulting in broken bones, al- 
though it is not to be denied that many 
such untoward happenings are directly 
due to carelossness in the construction 
of insecure stalls and permitting them 
fo mingle with one another os in pas. 
ture, Without first removing the hind 
shoes, so that the force of a kick, play- 
fully or intentionally administered, may 
be rendered harmless. Fractures of the 
limbs are by far the most frequent and 
often necessitate sacrifice of the unfor- 
tunate creature, While in general the 
symptoms of a broken leg are evident 
enough, occasions will present them- 
selves when it will be dificult, perhaps 
impossible, to decide upon the exact na- 
ture of the injury, The most impressive 
feature about a broken limb is the more 
or less complete inability to use the in- 
jured member, this suspicion being 
further strengthened by the history of 
its sudden occurrence and following the 
receipt of some injury, Motion ata part 
of the limb usually devoid of mobility 
is fairly positive proof of fracture and 
is expressed by the term ‘‘dangling of 
the log.’’ If the leg should be shorter 
than the opposite one, fracture,

tertain. But no testimony is comparable 
to that known as crepitation, which is 
the sound produced by rubbing together 
of pieces of broken bone, ‘To elicit this 
sound without inflicting unnecessary 
pain it is requisite to manipulate the 
parts gently and carefully. 

The repair of broken bone is one of 
nature’s miany interesting processes, 
Which art merely aims to assist by ad- 
justing the fragments in as nearly a 
normal position as can be obtained and 


maintaining it until firm union is es- 
tablished, It is in this connection that 
the greatest obstacle presents itself. 


Subjects with severe bone injuries are 
difficult to restrain and often manage 
to disarrange the dressings, however in- | 
geniously devised, in spite of the best 
directed precautions. Whenever a break 
is complete and involves a long bone of | 
the limb, efforts should not be made to 
cure, ‘except in the of valuable 
breeding mares or stallions, unless it bo 
some favorite pet in whose behalf an in- 
dulgent owner is willing to devote time | 
and money. Fractures of the bones en- 
tering into the formation of the hip are 
quite common and generally follow as 
the result of severe falls. In these par- | 
ticular cases treatment often the 
means of restoring an animal, after sev- 
eral months, to a condition almost as 
good and serviceable as before the aeci- 
dent. All that can usually be done is to} 
suspend the patient in a sling, so as to | 
prevent lying down, allowing nature, in | 
her own way, to mend the damaged | 
bone. Successful management in all 
cases of fracture calls for sound jadg- 
ment and n’ce adjustment of whatever 
dressing or banduging is employed, and 
offers an excellent opportunity for veter- 
inaries to display their tact and skill. 
The period has not long elapsed when to 
have received such a hurt was quite} 
equivalent to undergoing a sentence of | 
death for the suffering animal, and per- 
haps today a similar verdict is pro- 
nounced in many cases in which the ex- 
ercise of a little mechanical ingenuity, 
with a due amount of careful nursing, 
might secure a contrary result and in- 
sure the return of the patient tohis for- 
mer condition of usefulness. A fracture 
ip a horse is, in fact, no less amenable 
to treatmen > than the same description 
of injury in any other creature. But the 
question of propriety and expediency of 
treatment is dependent upon certain 
specific collateral considerations. —Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer.

We have tn this ehapter the all night 
prayer, the choosing of the twelve apostles 
and the sermon on the plain, of which our 
lesson is the closing: portion, It Is 
times called The Sermon on the Mount,”” 
but, while it is somewhat the same in 
substance as that discourse of our Lord, 
found in Math. v, to vil, a glance at verse 
17 of our chapter will show that this dis 
course must have been delivered at an- 
other time and certainly on a plain to 
which He had come down after choosing 
the twelve. He closes this discourse by 
tolling them that the main thing for each 
one is to be right with God himself before 
he attempts to set his brother right, lest 
What seems like a beam in our brother's 
eye may be due toa beam in our own eye 
while there is but a moto in our brother's 
eye. 
2. “Cast out first the beam out of 
thine own eye, and then shalt’ thou seo 
clearly to pull out the mote that is in thy 
brother's It is too often the casu 
that in judging another we condemn our 
selyes, boing guilty of the same things 
(Rom. ii, 1), In this very sermon, as well 
as inthe sermon on the mount (verse 37 
and Math. vii, 1) He commands us to 
“judge not,’? and in I Cor, ty, 5, by the 
same Spirit through Paul, He cominands 
us to “judge nothing before the tinie, un 
til the Lord come who will make manifest 
tho counsels of the hearts."’” While we aro 
not to judge others until we ourselves are 
‘more like Christ, we are always at liberty 
to judge ourselves (I Cor, xi, 81) by the 
light of His life and His law, and this wo 
should do continually, but the best way 
to do this is to set: the Lord always before 
us, and let His presence and approval bo 
the constant test. 

43. ‘For a good tree bringeth not forth 
corrupt fruit; neither doth a corrupt tree 
bring forth good fruit.’’

DICKENS AS A READER 


His Style Waa In Striking Contrast With 
That of Thackeray, 

Tt was a new thing for an anthor like 
Dickens to read in publie from his own 
works, and there were many even amon, 
his own friends who feared that the ex 
periment might be a failure, It was, in 
fact, a splendid success, The anthor cf 
the ‘Ohristinas Carol’ had every possi- 
ble quality which could be needed to 
muke a preat popular reader, Te had a 
mognificent voice, capable of expressit g 
every mood of human emotion without 
any apparent effort or strain, He had a 
strikingly handsome face, with eyes that 
lighted like stars. He was a natural 
born actor—-probably the best amateur 
actor ever known in England, As an 
after dinner speaker he had no equal in 
his own time, and has had, so far as we 
know, no cqual since. When sucha man 
came to read a story like the Christ: 
mus Carol’? one ean casily imagine the 
effect upon a popular audience, Or, in- 


' deed, it may be that wo are not quite

not hear Dickens read the story could 
imagine how the reading went home te 
the hearts of all the listeners.

Nothing could be 
less like the reading of an ordinary lec 
ture hall than this vivid drama which 
Dickens flashed upon his admirers, 
Nothing could be less like Dickens 
reading than Thackeray's lectures. 
Thackeray, although a very poor speak 
er in public, was a delightful reader. 
His reading was effective, beautiful and 
touching. The close of the lecture on 
George III used to be listened to with a 


rapt attention—every one dreading lest | 
tho slightest interruption should cause a | 


reutence or a word to be lost. The de 
livery of the two or three lines from 
“King Lear’? was perfect in its way. 
But it was only an English gentleman 
of culture reading from a manuscript.

Was alive, the figures seemed to stand

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A FAMOUS EPITAPH. 


It Marks In Poughkeepsie the Grave of a 
Self Exiled glishinan. 

There are some interesting epitaphs in 
the old graveyards in Poughkeepsie, but 
probably none of them has been so wide- 
ly known and admired as that on the 
stone Which marks the burial place of 
Jobn Taylor in front of Christ church, 
on Academy street. This epitaph has 
been widely published on both sides of 
the ocean, it is said, and is believed to 
have been written by the English poet } 
William Roscoe and sent over for his 
friend Taylor's gravestone. Yet the} 
stone lies neglected, and the last three 
lines of the epitaph have been broken | 
off, probably during the work preceding 
the building of the new church.

Inception of Fish Hatching. 

During the middle ages, and throngh- 
out the period of the European predomi- 
nance of the church of Rome, the neces- 
sity of providing a proper supply of fish 
for use on Fridays and during Lent did 
much to create a species of fish cuiture. 
That this did not extend to fish hatch- 
ing, but stopped short at inclosing and 
regulating the supply of fresh water 
fishes, seems to us probable. At the 
same time, the Romans were at least 
acquainted with the securing of oyster 
spat, and from this to the artificial 
hatching of fish ova does not seem a very 
long step or one that may not really 
have been taken. The probability is, 
however, that the cost of such artificial- 
ly produced fish would have been far be- 
yond the purses of the multitude, and 
the wealthy had viviers and ponds in 
which they kept their own fish for their 
own use. 

The extent to which they have gone 
may be judged by the system in use 
among the monks of the monasteries and 
the great seigneurs of the continent, 
Which was also introduced into this 
country, probably by the Normans orig- 
inally. The absence of proper convey- 
ances for the supply of sea fish to the 
inland parts of the country made it im- 
perative for the various proprietors to 
meet their own necessities. In doing so 
they did not fail to discover that certain 
fishes required a particular kind of 
“‘cultch’’ upon which to fix their spawn. 
As the supply of this material was an 
ucknowledged necessity this may be 
considered the first step toward fish 
hatching. —Scottish Review.

SOME RESULTS OF ROMANCES IN THI 
SHOW BUSINESS. 


The. Firat Real Living Skeleton, Hla Wife 
and Their Three Skin 
An Old Museum and Side Show Vian

ager Taps Hia Memory Tank, 


According to Manager T. B. Sackett 
of the Bijou theater, Isaac W. Spragur 
was the first unnaturally or abnormally 
thin skin and bones man to be exhibit 
ed tothe public under the title of 1 
‘iving skeleton.’’ It was during the 
palmy days of Barnnm's Greatest Show 
Harth, and while that celebrated 
showman was raking the continents in 
search of curiosities in 1864, Incident 
ally Mr. Sackett was in those days wit! 
‘ony Pastor. Mr, Sackett was acting a 
doortender, manager and all around 
mun for Pastor. He had previously been 
out with Millie Christine, the tw 
headed girl, and had an eye out 
freaks. When the Tony Pastor show 
reached Florida, Stone & Murray's cir 
cus came there. The old inhabitants 
will remember Stone & Murray's show. 
It was contemporaneous with Dan 
Rice's, Thayer & Noyes’ and afterward 
with the John Robinson circus. With 
Stone & Murray was Isaac W. Sprague, 
the living skeleton, Mr, Spragne had 
been discovered by Barnum in Massa 
chusetts. He was the first living skele 
ton on record since the discovery of thi 
world by Adam, And Sprague was 
real living skeleton too. He was noth 
ing but skin and bones, yet he was 
healthy and jolly. 

In 1865 Barnum collected several cu 
riosities, including Sprague, and seni 
them for a tour of the world, Spragu: 
was the big card. Next to him was p 
skeleton woman, nearly as attenuated 
as Sprague, whose name has escaped 
the wonderful memory of Showman 
Sackett. Among the other freaks wit) 
which Barnum expected to and did as 
tonish the world was Joyce Heth, the 
colored woman he picked up in the 
south, supposed to be 125 years old; thr 
‘woolly horse,’’ and Annie Swan, thi 
first giantess ever on exhibition.

Persons who have eschowed patent 
medicines all their lives buy these tab 
lets of one sort or another, because 
most of them are supposed to be well 
recognized remedies, Most of the tab 
lots are advertised only in medical jour 
nals, in accordance with the require 
ments of the medical code, and many 
of them, no donbt, have obtained theit 
popularity through their use by reputa 
ble physicians. 

Quinine, which is now extremely 
cheap, is sold largely in the form of 
two grain pills or in larger pills con 
taining iron. Although believed by 
many physicians to be 1 dangerous rem 
edy, it has long been self preseribed by 
all sorts of persons, especially du mala- 
rial regions, and it is one of the reme 
dies most frequently bought without 
prescription. It is self prescribed fo 
malaria in its many forms, to check a 
cold in its early stages, and as a tonic, 

Stimulants of one sort or another are 
sold in this form, but more especially 
perhaps at the soda fountain, which has 
become a sort of medical dispensary. 
Many headache remedies are dispensed 
at the soda fountain, Some are recom 
mended or suggested by the attendant, 
but many persons have their favorites 
among the various sedatives and febri- 
fuges, and some ure called for as regu- 
larly as the fruit sirups. New remedies 
are constantly introduced through the 
soda fountains, and many old ones have

and old lake basins, and by a series of 
over 20 lakes, of which only one has an 
outlet to the sea—a condition of things 
absolutely unlike anything on the sur- 
face of the earth; indeed, the presence 
of such a rift, for this it appears to be, 
can only be compared with the long 
lunar rifts which have so long puzzled | 
astronomers. To Professor Suess, the 
eminent geologist of Vienna, is attrib- 
uted the first demonstration that over | 
large areas of the earth's surface the | 
erust has been steadily breaking through 
in the direction of the earth's center, 
and that the crust has been torn and 
rifted throughout all time by the sub- | 
sidences of earth blocks, and he, many 
years ago, pointed out the probable ex- 


istence of this vast Afro-Asiatic trough.

at pathetic and particular interest, be- 
cause Dickens in this last letter of his 
life avows that he had always cherished 
Christianity—even written a book to 
bring it home to his children, though he 
had not proclaimed his belief from the 
house top. Jingle, Sidney Carton, the 
devoted, and Pecksniff are among the 
more prominent characters on the walls. 
All around the room there are rows of 
old fashioned chairs, the place of honor 
being occupied by the Dickens chair—-a 
flat topped article of the variety known 
to old furniture dealers as ‘‘The Wind- 
sor.’ 
Whatever the claims of the ‘‘Leather 
Bottel’’ to fourteenth century honors, 
there is no doubt of the antiquity of the 
church, though the age of the exterior, 
excopt the tower's, is obliterated with a 
facing of flints. Two gigantic flints, one 
of them at least 4 feet by 2, lie on the 
grass below, The interior of the church, 
Once ruined with plaster and whitewash, | 
is now carefully restored and highly 
interesting. First in importance, of 
course, come its monumental brasses, 
some 80 of them, not erected, but laid 
down on the chancel floor to the honor 
of the lords and ladies of Cobham and | 
the masters of their college. These 
brasses have no superiors in England, 
and go as far back as the beginning of 
the fourteenth century. Nota line is 
obliterated in these graven images of the 
knights and dames—the one in full 
armor, the other in the height of fashion. 
Tradition says that in Cromwell’s time 
they were saved from the heavy hand of 
the spoiler by being first whitewashed 
to escape notice, and then covered with 
deep litter for the stabling of my lord | 
protector’s horses. I think that they | 
must have been further saved by wooden | 
floors being laid over the flags on which | 
they rest for a few odd centuries. —Lon- | 
don Queen.

One of the most enrions facts with re- 
gard to snakes is that their eyes are nev 
er closed. Sleeping or waking, alive ot 
dead, they are always wide eyed. If we 
take a dead one and examine it closely, 
we shall soon find the reason—there are 
no eyelids. The eye is protected only bs 
a strong scale which forms a part of the 
epidermal envelop, and is cast off in 
the piece with that every time the rep 
filo molts, This eye plate is as clea 
and transparent as glass and allows the 
most perfect vision, While at the same 
tihmeit is so hard and tough as thorough 

y to protect the delicate organ withir 

from the thorns and twigs among which 
in flight from enemies or in pursuit of 

ey, the reptile so often hurriedly 
glides, 


When we and other warm blooded 


animals sleep, our eyelids close to shut 
out light, while the pupil relaxes o1 
opens. In serpents the action of the pu 
pils is the reverse of ours—it contracts 
or closes as a cat’s does in sunlight, 

During extensive travels in the wilde: 
parts of the world in prosecution of the 
study of snakes T have had many inter 
esting adventures with sleeping ones 
Some of these encounters bad in them o 
seasoning of danger, while others wer 
marked bya touch of the ridiculous, but 
all of them were amusing and instrue 
tive, too, inasmuch as they showed the 
behavior of the sleepers before and afte: 
their awaking

The school boy and girl may not only 
look back but also look up to these 
whose lives, may have been more simple 
in some respects than ours. Yet who 
shall say they were less worthy our re- 
spect than the circling faces of today? 
The pinetree shillings may not have 
been as many as of later coinage, yet 
there was wealth of character. Religion 
and patriotism were in life partnership. 
Lexington ranks up with Fort Sumpter, 
Bunker Hill with Gettysburg and York 
town with Appomatox. The pulpit en- 
dorsed the stars and stripes, deacons 
were minute men, and civil liberty stood 
to conquer or fall with religious liberty. 

We honor ourselves when we honor

International Arbitration, 
WouURN, Mass., Feb. 24, 1896, 


The First Congregational chureh and 
congregation of Woburn, Mass. in 
divine servic6é assembled to commemo- 


rate the birthday of our Nation's hero, 
George Washington, hereby records its 
unanimous conyiction that war between 
the two sister nations of the United 
States and Great Britain, bound together

‘The taxation of shares of corporations organ 
ized under the laws of other states, which cor- 
porations have already been taxed, is double 
to the citizens of Massachusetts. 

This particular form of double taxation is 
tmnjust to the people of Massachusetts, who 
have already been taxed under the laws of 
other states, in necordance with laws common 
to all states, and by 
recognized to be just. 

No citizen shoul! be taxed a second 
this state for property already 
another state. 

Inasmuch as exporicnee has demonstrated 
that attempts to enforce this double taxation 
have been failures everywhere, and that par- 
ticularly in our own state, only an estiniuated 
tenth in value of this kind of property is 
taxel, ond this mainly to the people who can 
luast afford to pay, such as trustees, guardians 
and others, representing widows and minors, 

Therefore that itis the policy of the state 
to r al such laws, 

We, therefore, petition that House bill No 
120 nay be enacted.

The undorsignod, the Massachusetts State 
Board of Trade, respectfully represent that 
existing laws which provide that the bonds, 
notes and other obligations issued by the 
state, and by ecitles and towns of the stite, 
shall be taxed are unwise and unjust in their 
operation, and ask that you will take careful 
consideration of the following statement, which 
they be ves substantiates the position they 
have taken 

The citizens of this commonwealth, who as 
individuals, trustees, guardians or otherwise 
pay taxes upon the said securities, conforma 
bly to existing law, are practically prohibited 
from investing in such securities, because, 
being subject to taxation averaging 144 per 
cont, the average net income therefrom would 
not exceud 244 per cent, 

The sule of these securities, except to cor 
porations not subject to the tax named, is, 
therefore, almost entirely restricted to pe ple 
of foreign nations and states and to people of 
our own state who escape taxation. 

The rate of interest and the amount of in 
torest required to be paid by the state, and by 
the cities and towns, '# thereby somewhat in 
creased because of the absence of a large home 
market which might be had, which increase iy 
not compensated for to the extent of the in 
creased interest puid by the revenue realized 
iu taxes collected. 

A great injustice is done to many thousands 
of the men, women sand children of this Com 
monwealth, of small or moderate means 
oftener than of large means, to whom « home 
fnvestinent known to be perfeotly safe, whether 
made by themse ves or made ip their behalf by 
trustees, guardians and advisers, is of the 
greatest moment, for the reason that existing 
laws practically probibit investment on their 
partin the safest and bost securities issued

The Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts is in mourning ever the death of 
her Chief Magistrate, Prepenie TT. 


GREENHALGE, who departed this life 
at his home in Lowell at 12.80 Thurs 
day morning, March 1896, sur- 
rounded by family, friends and physi- 
cians. He was born in England 
July 19, 1842, and was therefore in

middle manhood. 

As announced by the Journa. last 
week, Governor Greenhalge had then 
been confined to his home with severe 
illuess two or three weeks, but on) 
Thursday, Feb. 27, he suffered a} 


paralytic stroke, and from that time to |

Other strokes followed and for 24 
hours before death came he was uv- 
conscious. ‘The cause of the 
was Bright’s disease, the presence 
whieh had been no secret with the 
Governor fur several months, although 
eminent physicians pronounced 
free from organic disease of any kind 
He made a heroic struggle for

against fearful odds, but death won in| 


the end, as it always must. 

Gov. Greenhalge entered on his third 
term in the Chair of the Chief Execu- 
tive Jan. 1, 


1896, having been re- 
elected in November before by 4 


majority unprecedented in the history 
of the State. 
He will be remembered as one of the 


best Governors Massachusetts ever had, | 


and it will be so recorded in history. 

He was able, honest, and conscien- 
tiously fair towards all. Many of his 
warmest friends were found among his 
political opponents. He was open and 


aboveboard in all his dealings, and de- 
spised hypocracy and deceit. He will 


not soon be forgotten by the people of 
this Commonwealth.

Advocates England's Side. 


Epirron Wonunn JourNnan: 

If one should take up a brief on be- 
half of Great Britain he would tind it 
hard work in many instances to defend 
her attitude towards other peoples and 
powers, Tlowever, she is not always in 
the wrong when bi amed, and at present 


a good deal of unwarranted abuse is 
directed against her by public speakers 
and writers in the press, for the policy 


she is pursuing in the Armenian troubles 

The perplexing and see ingly unsui 
mountable d'ticulties whieh surround 
the British government are not known, 


or are overlooked, aud Britain alone of 
all the Christian nations is held re- 
sponsible for the terrible deeds done in 


Armenia. 

Your account of the “Armenian Relief 
Meeting’ held on the 16th inst. in the 
Congregational church is necessarily very 
brief and no reference would be made 
to it, but for the following words which 
come after the mention of the awful 
outrages; “over which the whole Cliris- 
tian world are aroused to a boiling 
pitch of indignation, and especially 
towards England who by merely putting 
her foot down could stop the terrible 
butcheries, and whose treaty duty it to! 
do so. 

Were it such an easy task as the bOve| 
quotation would imply no words could | 
be found strong enou gh to denounce the 
British ministry for its apparent in- 
difference, ‘Lhe very opposite, however, 
is true and it is now certain that Lord 
Salisbury went as far as he possibly 
could to protect the Armenians without 
precipitating a general European war, a 
position from which he might wel 
shrink, as it would inevitably entail fai 


that unfortunate country. 

Then instead of supporting Great} 
Britain, when their support would have 
j been most effectual, the two great} 
Protestant powers (The United States | 
and Germany) made threats of wai 
against her, over comparatively insignifi 
} cant affairs, so that she was obliged to 
look to her own safety and to act on 
the defensive in the “house of her 
friends.” 

It should be kept in mind that there | 
is as much syinpathy throughout Britain 
for the Armenian Christians as there is 
here, aud that meetings have been held 
all over the land to manifest it. 

It should also be borne in mind before 
| denouncing the British government that 
itis directly and immediately 
sible to the people, so that its policy is 
not dictated by any lack of sympathy, 
but from a sense of the complications 
which would ensue should Britain inter-

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THE FUNERAL, 

The funeral of Governor Greenhalge 
was held at the First Congregational 
church in Lowell at 2.30 last Monday 
afternoon. Tt was a modeat ceremony. 
Tt was attended by many distinguished 
people, but thousands of others were 
kept away because no room could be 
found for them there. 

A State funeral was desired by many 
friends and at first it was supposed one 
would be held, but the bereaved widow 
and children of the Governor opposed 
it, and the plan was reluctantly aban- 
doned. But the mourning waa sincere 
and universal, Everywhere in the 
State the schools were closed during the 
day, business was suspended, flags 
floated at halfmast, and from 2.30 to 
4 o'clock funeral bells tolled. 

In this city no mark of respect for 
for the dead Governor waa wanting. 
All business houses were closed during 
the funeral; there were half sessions of 
the schools that day ; flags floated from 
numerous staffs; and the bell solemnly 
tolled an hour. Hon. John M. Harlow. 
member of the Governor's Council, and 
several other people in this city, at- 
tended the funeral. 

The remains of Gov. Greenhalge 
were laid by the side of his parents iv 
the Lowell churchyard. 


PATRIOTS DAY. 
The Boston Journal has started the 
idea of making Patriots Day, April 19, 


a Greenhalge Memorial Day. Nothing 
could be more appropriate. When 


Fast Day was abolished by the Legis- 
lature and the anuiversary of the 
Battle of Lexington and Concord sub- 
stituted for it Governor Greenhalge 
named it Patriots Day and it was made 
« legal holiday in this State. Only a 
few people could attend the funeral last 
Monday, but all the people can unite 
on Patriots Day to do houvor to the 
memory of our late beloved Governor. 


(=e Although the whole State 
Massachusetts deeply regrets the sad 
dispensation of providence which places 
Lieut. Gov. Wolcott in the office 
Chief Magistrate no ove doubts that it 
has fallea into competent hands.

Doremus 
Scudder, and not «a few outside of the 
leirele of relutives, visited Rev. and Mrs 


Fhompaon carrying good wishes and warm 
congtatulations, and receiving cordial 
welcomes from the venerable couple. 

The observance of the anniversary was a 
good thing, and its celebration was as much 
to the credit of the hearts and hands of the 
relatives and friends as it was an honor to 
the recipients of their esteem and favors 
Until age and its iofirmaties compelled him 
wo seek rest Rev. Mr. Thompson's life had 
been one of constant labor, Aa pastor, 
Missionary, teacher and writer his years 
were always profitably employed, and that 
for the benefitof his fellowmen, Wherever 
placed he found out which way duty pointed 
and followed it. Innumerable people in 
this and foreign lands gladly testify to his 
industry, zeal, and the elevating influence 
of bis life and works. By precept and ex- 
ample he has done good in the world, and 
the reward will follow. 

The following is 
sketch of the JOURNAL'S 
eeteemed friend: 

Mr. Thompson lives in the house in which 
le was born, having returned to it after 
years of missionary and ministerial work, 

Hlis parents were the late deacon Charles 
and Mary Wyman Thompson, Of nine 
children four brothers survive, Henry, aged 
80; Leander, 84; Abijah, 78; and Edward 
K, 70,

Warren Academy, was graduated at 
Amberst in 1835, and at the Andover 
Cheological seminary in 1838. For about 
t year he supplied a church in Granby, 
Mass, then entered the service of the 
American Board, and in Januaay, 1840, 
dailed for Syria, He taughtin a high school 
in Beirout and preached in the American 
consulate. 

A war threatening the lives of the mission- 
aries, they were obliged to flee. Some 
went to Cyprus, others by a steamer to 
Jatfa. There the party of which Mr, and 
Mra. Thompson were members were kept in 
a filthy prison for two weeks, and when re- 
lensed went to Jerusalem to get away from 
the horrors of the war. In this they were 
disuppointed, for the Arabs soon besieged 
that city. The heat was intolerable and 
fever broke out. Mr. Thompson did not 
escape it. When able to do ao they re- 
turned to Beirout, but only again to enter 
the scenes of another war, and still another, 
tollowing in rapid succession, Chills and 
fever again attacked the missionaries, and 
finally Mr. and Mrs. Thompson were re- 
juctantly compelled to leave. 

Four years of this life had had an effect 
upon the general health of Mr. Thompson,

We stopped in the woods all night, and, 
the next day, within 2 miles of Harper's 
Ferry in what they call Pleasant Valley, 
Which lays between the Blue Ridge and 
the Elk Ridge, and a very pleasant 
valley it is. The house where John 
Brown lived is close by where we 
stopped. We then had orders to counter- 
march back about 10 miles towards 
Hagerstown and then turned to the lett 
and crossed the Elk Ridge and came into 
the valley of the Potomac. This was 
all performed without anything to eat 
trom the Government except biscuit and 
water, Those who had money bought 
what they wanted. The people along 
the route were pretty hospitable. There 
are somo slaves and some free negroes 
here, The slaves look very happy: the 
free ones don't look so well, But you 
watch the movements of both and you 
will see more manly pride in the free 
ones. . . . Wo expect to be ordered 
to Harper's Ferry soon to join the army 
under Banks. We expect hot work 
pretty soon for they say Johnson's forces

On Interviewing. 


If it is worth the while of a public} 
man to grant an interview at all, it is 
certainly worth bis while that it should 
be dene well, and it can only be done 
wellif he condescends to step down from 
his pedestal and co-operate almost on 
collegue with the interviewer, In the 
first place, the interviewer, who has had 
a large experience in his craft, is a 
specialist. Hoe is more likely than the 
interviewee to understand the condi 
tious Which go to the constraction of a 
successful interview, and therefore 
should be allowed a tolerably free hand 
as regards form and arrangement. Per- 
sonally, of course, I always take stock as 
rapidly as [can of the interviewee and 
consult his humor in everything. After 
all he is the person most intimately con- 
cerned with the success of the joint pro- 
duction, as it his name with which 
the public is concerned and not that of 
the interviewer, who is almost invaria 
bly anonymous.

The great enemy of this section of 
Middlesex county, the Gypsy Moth, 
might as well abandon the contest one 
time as another, for its fate is sealed. 
The best elements of the eommunity 
have become thoroughly aroused on 
the subject, and the word Exterminn- 
tion is their slogan. 

About two weeks ago a very large 
and enthusiastic meeting, composed 
of represeutative citizens and office 
holders of several neighboring towns 
and citios, was held in the Winchester 
Town House to manufacture « public 
sentiment to be brought to bear on the 
Legislature in favor of the appropria- 
tion of $200,000 which is asked for by 
the State Gypsy Moth Exterminating 
Board for use this year in farther vain 
attempts to get rid of the enemy ol 
our fruit and forest trees. Of course 
the Committee on Agriculture were 
present, indeed, if we have been cor- 
rectly informed, they called the meet- 
ing, probably at the suggestion of the 
State Board, whose demand for a big 
appropriation is meeting with consider 
able opposition in the Legislature. 
According to a newspaper report 15 
eminent gentlemen from 5 different 
places made speeches more or less 
eloquent on the subject, among whom 
there was not a single dissenting voice 
to the proposifion that the Gypsy Moth 
must go. 

Thus it will be seen that the orators 
of this region are alive to the perils of 
the hour and the situation; that they 
have declared war to the knife against 
the G. M.; and that they have enlisted 
for the campaign, and the appropria- 
tion, 


BIENNIAL EL E CTIONS. 


There can hardly be a doubt but 
that a large majority of our people 
favor biennial elections in this State, 
nor that the resolution which the Legis- 
lature has at last agreed to submit to a 
pepular vote will be overwhelmingly 
adopted next fall. As near as we can 
come at it only the politicians and Bos- 
ton hotel keepers favor annual elec- 
tions, and it is easy enough to under- 
ataud their motives. 

Nearly every State in the Union bold 
biennial elections—some of them elect 
a Governor once in four years—nnd 80 
far as heard from they like the plau so 
well that nothing would induce them to 
go back to annuals. 

Massachusetts will certainly vote to 
join the ranks of the biennials at the 
next general election.

What kindness 
must that Protestant Matron have shown 
te these poor women to merit those 
prayers, and they meant every word 
they said. [low many, many times have 
L heard them asking God to give her a 
bed In heaven when she died, and pray- 
ing to God to take them before she left 
them! If the Overseers had heard some 
of those prayers perhaps their hearts 
would have prompted them to act 
differently on their re-appointment. 
What greater praise can be given a 
woman than L have heard many times 
bestowed on Mrs. Brown at gthe Alms- 


house? 

When some of the old ladies were 
about to die and their relatives came to 
remove them to their homes, I have 
heard them say, “No, no; I will remain 
with Mrs. Brown who has been kinder 
to me than any relative—better in faet, 
than my mother could be to me if she 
were alive.” If the people of Woburn 
would only visit the Almshouse and 
talk with the inmates they would not 
leave it with dry eyes, unless their 
hearts were like those of the Overseers. 

All IT have said of Mrs. Brown can be 
said of Mr. Brown, and perhaps more. 
How often have 1 seen, or met him, 
running to my office and from there to 
the parish home to get a Priest to visit 
one of the inmates who was dying, or 
thought he was. Lam at loss to know 
why he and she were removed. When 
as a matter of fact, the Overseers of the 
Poor haye not been inside the Alms 
house but fivice in the past two years, 
how do they know anything about the 
trials and management of the institu- 
tion? and when they did go, it was only 
to take account of stock, and even while 
there they had to ask who and what 
that man’s name was, how long he had 
been there, how he came there, ete? 
the praise given to the Master and 
Matron, 

Every year one can see by their reports 

Did they mean it? JT think not. 

I have written these lines in justice 
toa Christiat® man and woman, and 
hope God will be as kind to them when 
they leave this world as they have been 
to the people at the Almshouse.

The Judge’s Report. 


Judge Jolnson made his report of the 
inquest held on the death of William 8. 
Goff by electricity at Louis Goddu's factory 
in Winchester on Feb. 10 ult, where he was 
at work, last Wednesday. It wae a severe 
arraignment of the Woburn Elecrtric Light 
Company, ite supervision, and of the Wo- 
burn city authorities, The report occupied 
a column in the Boaton papers and set forth 
with judicial fairness the facts, with the 
necessary deductions from them, and wae 
altogether just such a paper ae is needed at 
thie time for the eafety of the people of 
Woburn and Winchester, Judge Johnson 
reported the case in detail and forcibly 
stated whatthe condition of things disclosed 
atthe investigation and what thore condi- 
tions meant. The real marrow of the re- 
port may be found in this paragraph from 
it: 

“T find that Mr. Goff’s death was due 
primarily to a defective transformer; that 
the existence of this defect in the trans- 
former was due to negligence or want of 
care on the part of those having charge of 
the business of the Woburn Electric Light 
Company.” 

The Judge closed his report, which we 
look upon as a very valuable one, with the 
hope that the presentation of the facts in 
this case may serve to awaken public 
Opinioa and to direct official attention to 
what appears to be a source of public 
danger in the city of Woburn and in the 
towne of Winchester and Stoneham.

ITS TRAG IC SEQU EL, 


A STORY OF THE POKER PLAYING 
DAYS ON THE MISSISSIPPI. 


A Game on the Belle of Memphis That Re- 
sulted In a Duel and the Death of Two 
Players-A Colored “Boy” Was Staked 
In the Play, but Disappeared, 


“Talking about this fascinating game 
of poker, for instance,'’? remarked a 
gentleman with whom a Tribune man 
was conversing in the rotunda of the 
Grand hotel the other night, ‘tho first 
gamo of poker T ever witnessed had a 
sequel so tragic that it is invariably re- 
called to mo every timo I see a card. 

“The affair occurred shortly before 
the war. My father, who was « very 
heavy producer of the fleecy staple, cot 
ton, ‘and whose interests were almost 
destroyed by a certain proclamation 
which proved eminently disastrous to 
owners of southern plantations, took 
mo with him on a trip which he made 


from New Orleans to St. Louis. Our 
steamer, the Belle of Memphis, was 


crowded with passengers, nearly all of 
whom were males. We left New Orleans 
about 2 o'clock in the afternoon, and 15 
minutes later there were four or five 
poker games in operation. Nearly every 
body gambled on board in those days. 

“Among tho passengers on tho trip 
were two business men from the Cres- 
cent City who were bitter enemies, but 
whom perverse chance had seated at the 
same table. 

“One of them had with him a tall, 
athletic, fine looking @egro, who acted 
as his body servant, and was never very 
far from his master’s side. The ‘boy’ 
remained in the cabin and watched the 
play. 

“Toward evening some of the play- 
ers, after losing all their funds, had be- 
gun staking the cotton and other prod- 
uce they had on board for the St. Louis 
markets. Upon deck the roustabouts 
were ‘shooting craps’ by the sinoky 
glare of pine knots that cast weird shad 
ows on the surging stream. Morning 
came and found the two merchants still 
playing. The big negro had made one 
or two attempts to speak to his master 
during the progress of the game, and 


had been ordered out of the cabin. As 
he came out on deck my father ad- 
dressed him. 


““*You seem to be greatly interested 
in the game, boy,’ said he. 

‘¢*T is, massa,’ was the reply. 
de stakes on dat ban aun ef de kunnel 
doan’ win I’ze Massa Brooks’ niggah, 
suah. I’ze mightily inter ested in dat ar 
game for suah, massa.’ 

‘*Mr, Brooks won, and I saw the colo- 
ne) throw down his cards and turn the 
negro over to his opponent, rising dead 
broke. 

“He went on deck, and people 
watcbed him to see if he would shoot 
himself or jump into the river, but he 
showed no signs of doing either. 

‘“‘After awhile Brooks came out with 
a companion and began to walk up and 
down the deck, laughing and joking. 
As they passed by where Colonel Wal- 
lace was sitting he stood up, and ad- 
dressing Brooks said violently: 

***Yon’re a scoundrel] and cheat!’ 

**Brooks seized a chair and was about 
to strike at the speaker, but his friend

clutched his arm and prevented any vio- 
lence for the time being, but as the 


Belle was now nearing Natchez it was 
quickly arranged that the time the boat 
remained at the wharf should be utilized 
in squaring accounts between the par- 
ties. The thing was quite common, and 
many a party of four or five that left 
the boats for an honr was one or two 
short when it returned, 

“Te was a glorious night. The moon 
was full, and shed a clear light over the 
gcene. 

‘‘Natchez was all a-rush when we 
reached the wharf. It was one of the 
busiest of the river towns at that time, 
but its dismantled hotels and tumble 
down houses make it look like a mere 
ghost of its former prosperity. 

“When we left the steamer and moved 
up the wharf, several citizens followed 
us, as they knew that a duel was about 
to be fought. 

‘Brooks’ new property, the negro, uc- 
companied the party, and the winner 
lost no opportunity of making the un 
fortunate ‘boy’ understand that he had 
changed masters. 

‘“‘Under the bluffs from which the 
town takes its name of Natchez-under- 
the-Hill, the party halted, 15 paces were 
counted off, the colonel and Brooks faced 
each other, pistols in hand. 

‘**Ready! One—two—three!’ 

“*The last word was lost in the report 
of Brooks’ weapon. He had fired with 
out waiting for the word to be com- 
pleted. 

“The colonel’s pistol, still loaded, 
fell from his hand. He staggered, 
pressed his hand to his side and fell 
backward. 

“The negro ran to his side, raised his 
head and rested it on his arm. 

“The colonel was unconscious, gave 
no sign of recognition and never spoke, 
After a moment or two the negro said: 

** *Te’s daid.’ 

***Drop him and come along with 
me,’ Brooks cried brutally, and he 
started to return to the boat. 

“The negro laid his dead master’s 
head softly down, rose to his feet, and

Rules of Orthography Contrary to Ety- 
mology and Pronunciation, | 


That proofreaders and compositors 
should be anxious for a fixed rule of 
spelling is intelligible, and ean 
easily sympathize with their difficulties

when dealing with words which may 
be spelled in more than one way. Nev 
ertheless the proposal that all these | 


doubtful spellings should be determined 
has moet with most vigorous opposition | 
from men of letters and students of the | 
English language. Scholars like Profess 
or Skeat strongly object to any attempt 
to further fix a system of spelling which 
cannot be defended on any rational ot 
scientific grounds. 

To a good many people, who as girl 
and boys were taught to regard correct 
spelling as almost more important than 
correct speaking, this questioning of 
the whole base of our orthography will 
come with a shock of surprise. It needs, 
however, only a little careful reflection | 
to enable one to realize that the schol 
ars are right. The popular notion that 
our speaking indicates the etymology of 
words, and that this is a task which | 
spelling ought to perform, will not bear 
serious examination. All that our 
ing really does is toretain archaic forn 
f words which are now in use witha 
shanged pronunciation, But these forn 
were themselves changes from some: | 
thing that had gone before, and if we 
consider the profound antiquity of tl 
language it is easy to understand that 
the assistance which philologists can 
get from an Elizabethan or a Georgian 
spelling is practically worthless

deliberate choice or not. ‘Mrs, Fanny 
Kemble,’ says a writer in The Saturday 
Review (Sept. 24, 1892), ‘preferred, 
apparently Garrick'’s version of ‘Romeo 
and Juliet’ to the original. 

“Garrick returned to the finale in the 
novel of ‘La Giuletta,’ by Luigi da 
Porto, where Romeo not die till 
Juliet awakes from her trance, Mrs. 
Kemble considered this a finer end from 
a dramatic point of view. It certainly 
* Is it? Tho scene on the stage is ter- 
rible enough as it is, and the emotions 
of terror and pity are as intense as an 
Aristotle could wish, How, then, could 
we bear the agony of a scene between 
the dying Romeo and his awakening 
bride? It is horrible to read of, but to 
see before one’s eyes it would be, in my 
judgment, intolerable. In the story 
meant for reading it is appropriate and 
arouses the feelings of commiseration to 
the highest degree. Shakespeare has 
reached the same end, though Romeo 
dies first.
